Talcott Williams in Morocco for the 
Smithsonian institution were five sheets 
of extremely rate Berber manuscript, 
made probably in the Thirteenth centu- 
ry; abotanic.il collection of aljoutSOO 
plants, a valuable collection of ethno- 
graphic material, villagers' costumes of 
men and women, representing both the 
Berber and mountain villages, and a 
collection of pottery made with tho spe- 
cial design of illustrating all the wares 
in ordinary USD between Tetnau and 
Fez. Professor Langlcy, tho secretary, 
in his last annual report speaks of this 
collection, taken as a whole, us one of: 
the most interesting the museum ever 
received.—Philadelphia Ledger.

The average boy is very apt to r.sb his 


life ant) health in many ways in sum- 
mer. When unrestrained he takes a 
great many more chances than he would 
otherwise da 
The chief danger to life 


and health of boys who spend the sum 
mer in the country is from ovcreiunion 
in sports, and by indulging in too rnnch 
ewimming. The exhilaration of country 
life makes them feel that they can do 
more than their strength admits of Thia 
is equally true of city boys who get a 
day or two off from their work 
The 


best way to do is to take esercise mod- 
erately. If a boy is not us«d to long 
walks, he should begin his summer out- 
ing with an easy jog along soxus pleassn! 
road for only a mile or two. By increas- 
ing the distance gradually each day, it 
will not be long before he can do ten or 
fifteen miles, or twenty for that matter, 
without discomfort, and in reality mak- 
ing a positive gain to his health. This

Phot ocrapli Ins Flying II u Huts. 


Much interest has been excited among 


photographers by Professor Boys' ac- 
count of how he succeeded in photo- 
graphing flying btttlets. He succeeded in 
securing a photographic picture of a rifle 
ball passing through the air at the scarce- 
ly conceivable speed of 3,000 feet in a 
second. Tbe source of illumination was 
the electric spar It, such as that given by 
the discharge of a Leydeu jar. The most 
remarkable circumstance is tbat the 
camera and lens were for this occasion 
dispensed with, and the gelatine plate 
impressed direct with the shadow of the 
missile as it traversed the intervening 
space between the pSate and the light 
source. 


Tbe nest thing that had to be con- 


sidered was the best means of causing 
the bullet to turn on the electricity for 
its own portraiture, the motion of a fiy 
ing bullet being of too rapid a nature to 
admit of any other procedure. At first 
two copper wires were placedin the path 
of the projectile, the notion being that 
the bullet itself would make the neces- 
sary metallic bridge between them. Bot 
the wires were ehot away before doing 
what wasexpectedofthem. Lejidwires 
were then substituted with success.

Dr. Brlggs rccpusts the presbytery

Sntton that the 
objections of Dr. 


Briggs were not well taken and that

comet in Andromeda ia really Biela's 
comet. He eaya ita orbit is precisely the 
sacneaa that of Biela's comet, and it is 
reasonable to aeon me tbat it is tbe same, 
Barnard eaw the comet last an Nov. 21, 
when it waafonrtimeaas largeasit was 
ontbeStb, but was fainter. 
Barnard 


said to-day Nov. 27: 
"Tbie meane that the Holmea comet is 


now larger than half tbe fall moon. 
Because it is fainter, botb as a naked eye 
objeotj and through tbe telescope, the 
opinion seema generally accepted tbat 
the oomet has been increasing in distance 
from tbe earth. I say tbat this reason 
m« is fallacious. Tbe fact that tbe comet 
is increasing so markedly m its apparent 
size is conclusive proof to me tbat it ia 
geiting nearer to ns, and tbe tact that it, 
ia getting fainter is quite natural. When 
we are in tbe midst of u fog-cloud it does] 
not seem bait so dense as when tbnt 
olond has passed tbe mountain and ia 
seen in the near distance." 


There are other soiwntiate wbo say the 


comet n ill yet paee very cloea to tbe 
earth but they do not set a date.

Under 
that gay and pageant loving sovereign, 
it was expressly ordered that on Thanks- 
giving days no aetvice labor should be 
performed, and severe penalties werea't- 
taobei} to tbe violation ot this order. It 
was natural enough, therefore, tbat tbe 
early settlers in this country should 
bring with them a traditional respect tor 
days ot thanksgiving.
